The Koelnische Zeitung also prints 
a reassuring telegram from St. Peters- 
burg, repeating a telegram from Port 
Arthur, stating that Viceroy Alextieff 
has issued a contradiction of the re- 
ported movements of Japanese troops 
to Korea. The telegram adds that the 
reports circulated onthe subject are 
evidently only intended to serve the 
purpose of speculation and provoke 
disquiet. 

A special dispatch from Rome saye 
that forty-five Japanese officers who 
have been studying at the military 
academies at Raccogini and Modena 
have been called to Japan by tele- 
grapb, and they started for Brindist, 
to embark for Japan. 

The meeting of British officials at 
Singapore has no connection with any 
special tension at present existing in 
the Far East.

SOLAR SPOTS CHANGING. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The United 
States Naval Observatory today made 
observations of the extraordinary 
croup of solar spots now visible on 
the sun, the largest group discovered 
in the last decade.

several days t. A brilliant aurora 
was observed Tast evening, a bright 
glow in the heavens near the northern 
horizon, while intense streams shot up 
toward the zenith. These conspicuous 
auroras often accompany the appear- 
ance of large sun spots. The magnetic 
conditions sf the earth are affected, 


producing considerable disturbance 
of the magnetic needle.”

detained as long as ten or fifteen days 
in some cases. Zucca also declared 
that if samples were taken and the re- 
mainder of the consignments passed 
along. there would be no difficulty. 

Zucca said that there if Only a tri- 
fling adulteration Of Italian imports be- 
fore they reach this country, but a 
great deal after their arrival) here. The 
law, he declares, is imperfect, in shut- 
ting the door against adulteration, but 
allowing a wider one to remain opey. 

“Take Italian olive oil,” said Zucca. 
“It costs $1.65. to $1.50 a gallon, with 
the duty paid here. The duty is 50 
cents per gallon, the wholesaler pur- 
chases, mixes two gallons of this ol) 
with eight gallons of American cotton- 
seed oil bought at 40 cents a gallon. 
This is done by some dealers in New 
York City. The mixture is sold s06 
as to make it appear to be pure olive 
oll, and fortunes have been made in 
selling it. There would be no reason 
for the wholesaler to send cottonseed 
ol] to Italy and pay a duty of 30 cents 
when it comes back here, after being 
mixed with olive oil. That is why adul- 
teration is done on this side of the 
water, and the law doesn't reach it.”

The cargo was deciared to consist 


purely of vegetable matter. made up 
to color fruits in their preparation as 
preserves. 

__A sampie was inspected by Prof. 
George E. Colby of the University of 
California, who had been delegated to 
represent the department at the port 
of San Francisco. A duplicate was for- 
warded here for supplemental analysis, 
to check up the work of the western 
bureau, but the judgment of the ex- 
perts there was accepted in releasing, 
or condemning the goods. This saves 
a delay of ten days necessitated by 
making examinations in Washington. 
On receipt of Prof. Colby‘s report by 
telegraph, a consignment of “cherry- 
color’ was refused admission, and its 
return to Posen, Prussia, ordered. Two 
reasons were assigned for this action, 
either of which was sufficient under 
the law to exclude any food products 
containing a substance injurious to 
health and goods falsely labeled. 

In consequence of the work of the 
department under Dr. H. W. Wiley in 
ecrutinizing food imports, a warning 
notice has heen sent abroad by New 
York importers. They have informed 
houses which send them consignments 
that each cargo must be accompanied 
henceforth by an absolute guarantee 
of all expenses of examination and re- 
turn in case of condemnation. here. 
This puts on foreign firms all respon- 


sibility for requiring care in prepara- 


tion of food products and is expected 
to aid greatly the supervision being 
conducted by the Department of Agri 
culture.

Every person in the employment of 
the government has a right, which 
cannot be taken from him, to hold 
such political views as he sees fit; to 
express his views as freely as he de- 
sires; to act politically with the 
party of his choice; to vote as: he 
pleases; and fo participate in political 
campaigns to any reasonable extent, 
provided, always, that such  partici- 
pation does not interfere with his 
duties as an employé of the govern- 
ment. As a matter of course, the first 
duty of'a government employé is to 
perform,‘ faithfully and thoroughly, 
ths duties of his position, whatever 
his position in the government service 
may be. But he cannot claim ~~ the 
right to leave his official post at will 
for the purpose of engaging in pol- 
itics, and still claim hig post and pay. 
No person, in entering the fervice of 
the government, loses any of his 
rights as a citizen by reason of such 
service. This is a well-established 
principle, and # is manifestly a right 
principle. No other practice would be 
or should be permitted, fer a, man 
does not cease to be a citizen when he 
becomes an office-holder. It is clear 
upon a little reflection, as dy 
stated, that the government couM not 
allaw its employés in mimor positions 
to leave their work to engage in po- 
litical campaigns. Most of the work 
in the governinent departments is of 
rotitine chhracter, and it is abso- 
lutely necessary that it shall be done 
regularly and with thoroughness. 
Regularity and thoroughness can be 
vecured only when the employé is at 
his desk steadily from day to day. 
The most-that can safely be permit- 


‘ts. to allow them to go home to vote 
at general elections, and this is per- 
mitted to them, under cover of of- 
ficial leaves of absence, With no at- 
tempt whatever to dictate how or for 
whom they shall vote. r 
In the case of heads of departments, 
such as Cabinet officers,’ or other ex- 
ecutive officers, the matter is different. 
The work of heads of departments is 
necessarily supervisory, rather than 
routine, in its nature. With his de- 
partment well organized, it is not 
necessary that a member of the Cab- 
inet shall be at his desk every work- 
ing day in the year. He can be con-

IN BISBEE’S CAMP. 


TUCSON ‘(Aris.) Oct. 12—The rich 
strike of carbonate copper ore lately 
made in the four-compartment shaft of 
thé Junction mine, near Bisbee, has 
been passed and the shaft is again in 
country rock. Several kidneys of ore 
havé been struck from time to time in 
other of the discovery shafts now br- 
ing sunk near Bisbee, but since the 


success of the Lowell and of the Calu- [ 


met and Arizona workings, the real 
great sulphide bodies have not been 
uneovered. Several of the shafta are 
now down over 1000 feet in the lime

BULGARIA’S ARMY. 


The Country Has Not Many Soldiers, 
but They Are Well Trained—They 
Have the Blood of Fighters. 

[Brooklyn Eagle:} In times of 
peace Bulgaria has a stan ding army 
Servians on the field of Slivnitza. 
Though so much smaller numericaily 
than the Turks, the quelity of the 
Bulgarian army is equal. if not su- 
perior, for the Buigarians inherit the 
fighting blood of their Thracian and 
Illyrian forebears, concerning whom 
Herodotus said: “If they could only 
agree among themseives they would 
the greatest of all nations. 
Even 500 years’ v to Turkey 
has failed to extinguish their na- 
tional bravery. 

Furthermore, both officers and the 
rank and file of the army are of 4 
much higher order of intelligence than 
the Ottomans. Since their emancipa- 
tion a fine public school system has 
provided education for the masses, 
while the higher official element have 
all been educated in Austria. Ger- 
many, France or Robert College, our 
own American institution, on the Bos- 
porus. Until 1892 Russian prestige 
Was peramount, one army being 
drilled by Russians and Russian offi- | 
cials dominatine. the court; but the 
Bulgarians @re most independent of 
people and, resenting too much out- 
side interference, sent the Russians 
about their own business. Since then 
Bulgaria has stood for Bulgaria alone 
in church, state and army. Under 
their own officers today (for Sofia has 
@ fine military school and asks odds 
of no one regarding instruction) the 
Bulgarian army is admirably trained 
and equipped with all the modern ap- 
pliances of war, even to a _ bicycle 
corps, which could do good _ eervice 
over the superb government-bullit 
roads of Bulgaria, though they would 
be obviously at a?’ disadvantage in 
the mountain pa of Macedonia. 
At least one-fifth of the regular Bul- 
garian army is made up of Mace- 
donians eager to get the fine military 
training, even at. the modest stipend 
of $1 a month and “found.” It was 
in this way that Sarafoff and his 
principal associates received the train- 
ing that has stood them in such good 
stead, even though the tactics are 
distinetly different from those neces- 
sary in ruerrilla warfare. It is these 
white-capped Macedonian troops, well 
drilled and scattered among all the 
principal cities of Bulearia, that have 
served to keep the sentiment of Ma- 
cedonian freedom alive among Bulgar- 
fans. On their return to their ewn 
homes these whilom soldiers have 
left their uniforms behind and 
sumed their peasant garb: but 
lessons they have learned in 
methods of modern warfare are not 
forgotten, and are sreedily put in 
for the discomfiture of the

NOTHER “charity benefit” scheme 
for coaxing the shekels out of 
merchants pockets has been 
nded “‘beware” by the secretary of 
the Merchants’ and “Manufacturers 
Association, after a careful investiga- 
tion. This time it is the name of the 
Unity Church which has been misused. 
For the past week a dozen or so -vell- 
Gressed young women have been going 
@bout among the business men of the 
city peddling a “$l per” for an 
entertainment at the Woman's Club 
House Tuesday evening, November 19, 
“under the auspices of the Woman's 
Alliance of Unity Church, to benefit 
Various Los Angeles charities.” 
Yesterday one of the feminine ped- 
dlers visited the rooms of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association 
for the purpose of induci Secretary 
Zeehandelaar to invest. He was not 
favorably impressed with her, and 
when several ‘phone messages were re- 
ceived by him from well-known busi- 
mess men inquiring whether similar 
solicitors had the indorsement of the 
organization which he-represents, or of 
the church which they pretended to 
represent, he started in to Iivestigate. 
When the ticket sellers approach a 
prospective customer, they present as 


thelr only . credentials a neat little 
rinted circular announci that “The 
umor of Everyday Like in Song and 


Story,” will be presented at the piace, 
time and under the auspices above 
mentioned, “to benefit various Los An- 
geles charities.” It goes on to say 
that “the work of t Woman's Alli- 
ance Society is too wéil known to need 
introduction; that its object is either 
to visit the sick and poor in hospital or 
home, to take charge of unfortunate 
children, or to lend a hand in keeping 
up the various charitable societies in 
Los Angeles,’ and declares that the 
funds raised by the proposed benefii 
“will be used exclusiveiy for the char- 
itabie work by the Woman's Alliance. 
Just now help is urgently needed to 
carry on this work, and we trust the 
appeal will meet with generous re- 
sponse.” 

Among the charitable organizations 
mentioned that afile to be “benefited” 
are the Children's Home, Indian School 
at Mesa Grande, Bethlehem Church, 
Los Angeles Free Kindergarten Asso- 
ciation, Children’s Hospital and Ransom 
Home.

He was much surprised at’ what I told 
him, and indorsed an investigation of

NEW DIVING SUIT. 


Apparatus Made Entirely of Metal is 
Said to be Strong and Light. 

(SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED TO THE S.J 
What is»practically an entirely new 
System of diving has been recently. 
brought to public notice by the grant-— 
ing of patents covering the same to 
two Brooklyn (N. Y.) men. pa- 
pers cover the design of a suit for the 
purposes of the diver, which is made 
entirely of metal, and which is said 
to represent great strength, and at the 
game time decreased weight. This suit 
conforms to the outline of the human 
body approximately, with joints of 
very novel constructiori to correspond 
with those of the limbs of the body. 
These joints are constructed in a man- 


at the same time are rendered easy of 
manipulation by the use of ball bear- 
ings. Thus the movements of the diver 
under water are almost as u 

as if he were walking on the surface 
in his ordinary attire. This suit is said 
to be capable of withstanding great 
pressure, and at the same time allow- 
ing enough room for the free action of 
the body, which, coupled with the 
aforesaid articulated. joints, allows 
great freedom of action ‘to the diver, 
and, therefore, facilitates the working 
at depths not attained in the diving 
suits as now constructed. 

A detailed description of this device 
would be tiresome reading to the lay 
reader, but-the accompanying cuts will

give a good general idea of the appa- 
ratus. The cylindrical surfaces which 
@re repeated in the design give the 
greatest stability and strength with the 
least metal, which is a very desirable 
feature. 

The suit consists of several parts, 
which are assembled and fastened in 
place about the body of the diver. Pre- 
suming that the diver is desirous of 
entering the suit, the chest part, which 
consists of the portion from below the 
shoulders to the knees, is of such a 
shape that it is an easy matter for him 
to step into it. The-foot parts are then 
adjusted over the feet, and this opera- 
tion is rendered easy by the oblique ar- 
rangement of the top thereof and the 
flanges, by which the two parta may 
be readily and quickly fastened togeth- 
er. The head and chest portion is now 
placed into position and properly fas- 
tened. The arms of the diver are now 
passed into their respective arm por- 
tions, and the sleeves fit over and abut 


portion, and when thus seated a span- 
ner ring is fitted into the joint to hold 
the arm parts solidly together and to 
make a water-tight joint. 

It is said that the many excellent 
features of this apparatus have been 
demonstrated by actual tesis, and the 
joints have been found to be absolute- 
ly water-tight and easy of manipula- 
tion, and the body of the operator is 
entirely relieved of all outward pres- 
sure.

Always Right Side up. 

One of the difficulties encountered in 
the use of life rafts is: th: launching of 
them right side up. Cast off in a hurry, 
when everyone is in an excited state 
of mind, and perhaps in the midst of 
general confusion, little attention is. 
apt to be paid to the right or wrong 
way of performing this operation, and 
when it is too late it is realized thata 
fatal mistake has been made, and tne 
lifeboat is not only useless, but a 
menace and greatly hampers the ef- 
forts made to launch and load the 
other boats. A recently patented type 
of lifeboat is collapsible and reversi- 
bie, two very important features of de- 
sign. The buoyancy is secured by an 
oval-shaped tube of thin metal pro- 
tected by a layer of compressed cork 
or other similar composition of some 
kind which is held in place by a net- 
work of wire. Th: whole is then cov- 
ered with a coat of canvas which has 
been treated with a waterproofing ma- 
terial. In order to still further en- 
hance the safety of the float it is di- 
vided into a number of air-tight com- 
partments py partitions, so that in 
case of pu®@ture the ability of the 
boat to ride the waves will not be in- 
terfered with. This floating ring car- 
ries a platform which is supported by 
means of ropes and which In _ itself 
consists of wooden slats lashed to- 
gether with ropes. The latter is also 
weighted, so that when the apparatus 
is thrown into the water the platform

suspended in the water at a_ short 
distance below the ring. No matter 
how the device may be hurled into the 
sea, the result is the same, and the 
liferaft is always right side up. For 
the purposes of storage on deck, the 
platform fits snugly inside the buoy- 
ant ring and takes up but little room. 
This raft was recently given a series 
of severe tests in the waters around 
New York and in the presence of offi- 
cials of the city and others who might 
be interested in the subject. The - 
vior of the apparatus was most sat- 
isfactory under the most trying cir- 
cumstances. The ease with which the 
craft could be launched and its carry- 
ing capacity after it had been thrown 
overboard were considered to-be ad- 
vantages of very great importance. 


Metal Stepladder. 


The introduction of pressed steel 
took place only a few years ago, when 
it was first made use of in the con- 
struction of a very minor part of the 
passenger car used on railroads. The 
use of the metal In this form had many 
things to recommend it, and was. 
therefore, received with favor at once. 
and its field extended yntil at the 
present time freight cars are made en- 
tirely of pressed steel, no wood or 
ovher matgrial entering into their con- 
struction for any purpose whatever. It 
has been only recently that the process 
of making the wheels of pressed stec! 
has been perfected, but this has been 
done, and a great plant is in the prac- 
ess of construction near Pittsburgh 
which will be devoted exclusively to 
this work. 

As the desirability of the metal for 
car building was realized its possibili- 
ties for work of other character were 
suggested, and now toolg, toys and im- 
plements for various other uses are 
being made of #. The lates thing itn 
this line Is a stepladder of metal waich 
is sald to be lighter and cheaper than 
the one of wood, which has been in 
general use for so many years. If the 
stepladder coyjd be made of anythinz 
but the highest grade of wood it 
would not. be possible to supplant |. 
with any other material; but the lum- 
ber entering into their construction, es- 
pecially where the stepladders are of 
large size, must be absolutely clean of 
all faults or blemishes of any charac- 
ter whatever, and as timber of all 
kinds is a rapidly-disappearing com-

POLYGAMY HERE? 
Cardinal Gibbons Says it is in Every 
State of the Union—Interesting Talk 


With Eminent Churchman. 


{New York Times:} Cardinal. Gib- 
bong gavé to J. Martin Miller, Wash- 
ington correspondent of The Newark 
(N. J.) News, a statemen? of his views 
on divorce and the public-echoo!l sys- 
tem of the United States. The Cardina! 
declared that polygamy exists in every 
State of the Union, and that the pub- 
ne system is imperfect and vic- 

The attention of the Cardinal was di- 
rected to a report that President Roose- 
velt will recommend _ that 
authorize an exhaustive inquiry into 
the queation of divorce in this coun- 
try, with a view of enacting a national! 
divorce law, and was asked his opin- 
ton of such a refommendation. 

He replied that any jegisiation cal- 
culated even to check the growth of 
this social evil should be hailed with 
eatisfaction. He was opposed to all 
laws granting divorce and favored a 
oe application of the gospel teach- 


ngs. 

Cardinal Gibbons seid: 

“We are confronted in this country 
by poly . I mean the polygamy 
that exists in every State of the Un- 
ion, and there is no law against this 
kind of polygamy, but rather laws that 
recognize and make it possible, 

“There js a law against the poly- 
geemy that exists in Utah. Is not the 
law of divorce a virtual form of Mor- 
rmonism in a modified shape? 

“Mormonism consists of simulta- 
neous polygamy, while the law of di- 
vorce practically leads 
pwlygamy. Each State its 
statute books a list of causes, or rather 
pretexts, which are recognized as suf- 
ficient grounds for divorce a vmculo. 

“There are in all twenty-one causes, 
most of them of a very trifling char- 
acter, and in some States, as in Ii- 
linois and Maine, the power of grant- 
ing a divorce is left to the discretion 
of the judge. 

“Evidences are accumulating each 
year that the cancer of divorce is 
rapidly spreading over the country 
end poisoning the fountains of the na- 


tion. Unless the evil ig checked by 
some s y and heroic remedy, the 
very & ce of our family life is im- 
pe 


riled. 

“How can we call ourselves a Chrie- 
tian people if we violate a fundamental! ‘ 
law of Christianity? And if the sanc. 
tity and indiesolubility of ma does 
not constitute a cardinal principle of 
the Christian religion we are at a loss 
to know what does. 

“Let the imagination picture to it- 
eelf the fearful wrecks daily caused 
by this rock of scandal, and the num- 
be. of families that are cast adrift on 
the ocean of life. 

“Great stress is justly laid by moral- 
ists on the observance of Sundays. 
But what a mockery is 
repose of the Christian Sabbath to 
homes from which domestic peace has 
teen banished by int-rnecine war, where 
the mother’s heart is broken, the father’s 
spirit crushed, and where the children 
cannot cling to one of their parents 
without exciting the hatred or by 
of the other. 

“Anil these melancholy scenes are fol- 
lowed by the final act in the family 
when the family ties are dissolved, and 
the hearts that had vowed eternal love 
and union are ameet no 


more. 

“This eocia]) plague calls for a radi- 
cal cure, and the remedy can be found 
only in the abolition o 
ous siation regarding divorce, and 
the honest application of the gospel. 
If persons contemplating marriage were 


egally debarred from into 


second wedlock they would be more 
circu before marriage in the 
choice of a life partner, and would be 


more patient afterward in bearing the 
yoke and tolerating each other's in- 
armities.”’ 

His Eminence said of the ublic 
school esystem of the United ates: 

“The system of public education in 
this country is imperfect and vicious, 
and undermines the religion of our 
youth. We want our children to re- 
celve an education that will not only 
make them learned but pious men and 
women. 


“We want them to be not only

growth of our children should go hand 
in hand; otherwise their education iv 
shalow and fragmentary, and oftew 
proves a curse instead of a blessing. 
“Guizot, an eminent Protestant 
writer of France, expressed himself eo 
forcibly and clearly on this point that 
I cannot forbear quoting his words: 
order,’ said Guizot, ‘to 
popular education truly good and s0- 
clally useful it must be fundamentally 
religious.

There is a constituted authority for 
changing law, but that is not the 
church, and the church should uphold 
and endeavor to enforce the law as it is.
